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In 1927 Nakai made clear that the holotype of Laurus pedunculata Thunb. 
at Uppsala is a Rubiaceous ( Hedyotis ) plant, and adopted Cinnamomum japo- 
nicum Sieb. for ‘Yabu-nikkei’ which is common in the warm-temperate region 
of Japan. However, C. japonicum Sieb. was first published in his Synop. PI. 
Oecon. Jap. 23 (1830) citing Laurus pedunculata Thunb. as a synonym, so 
the name is superfluous. Accordingly, from a nomenclatural point of view, 
both Cinnamomum pedunculatum and C. japonicum are synonyms of Hedyotis 
pedunculata (Thunb.) Nakai, and cannot be used for ‘Yabunikkei’. The only 
specific name available for ‘Yabu-nikkei’ is C. tenuifolium which was given 
to a thin-leaved form with undulate leaf-margin. Cinnamomum insularimon- 
tanum Hayata of Taiwan and C. pseudopedunculatum Hayata of the Bonin Is. 
seem to be specifically distinct from ‘Yabu-nikkei’.
